ORCHARD IS PROOF 


AGAINST ASSAULT 


Sticks to His Story and Tells of His 


Pursuit of Peabody and Bell For 


Weeks in Colorado

Boise. June 12.—The cross examina- 


tion of Harry Orchard today is being 
carried over the attempt on the life ol 
Governor Peabody at Canon City and 
the events immediately succeeding, in- 
cluding 
the Goddard 
and Gabbert 


dynamite plots, and follows the usual 
methods designed to confuse and dis- 
credit the witness. Attorney Richard- 
son again suggested that Orchard was 
being coached by Detective McParland 
and counsel for the prosecution and 
provoked the sharpest 
wrangle that 


the attorney and witness have had in 
their long contest. Orchard spiritedly 
denied that he was being coached and 
asserted that h: was telling the truth. 


Orchard said that he and Pettibone 


discussed the project of killing Judge 
Gabbert, but that he alone had started 
out to murder Judge Goddard with a 
bomb without any suggestion 
from 


Haywood, Moyer or Pettibone except 
the general one made some months 
before. 


Still another crime came home to 


Orchard today. Under examination he 
confessed that he swindled farmers In 
southern Colorado with a fake hail in- 
surance game, while down there try- 
Ing to kill Governor Peabody. 


Just before the noon recess the mo- 


notony of the examination was broken 
by Orchard's description of his at- 
tempts to kill Sherman Bell in Denver. 
For some twelve nights he was at 
Bell's residence waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to shoot him. More than once 
Bell's life was saved by the barking of 
small dogs. 


ORCHARp.^HOLDS HIS OWN. 


Without Trip or Break He Resumes 


Story of Numerous Crimes. 


Boise, Idaho, June 12.—The cross 


questioning of witness Harry Orchard 
In the Haywood case was resumed this 
•morning. 


Attorney Richardson began at once 


to question Orchard regarding bis con- 
ference with Charles H. Moyer at the 
latter's home in Denver about April, 
1906. Orchard testified'yesterday that 
Moyer, Pettibone and Haywood told 
him at this time to go to Canon City, 
Col., 
to "get" 
Governor Peabody. 


Moyer's home was in the Aberdeen 
flats. Orchard said he went there of 
h'is own volition. He had not seen 
Moyer for a year or more before this. 
The witness was not sure how the Pea- 
body matter came up or who spoke of 
it first. Moyer said he wanted to get 
rid of Peabody so no one else would 
follow in his footsteps. Peabody had 
gone out of office at this time. 


Why Peabody Was Doomed. 


' Orchard said he talked Trith Hay- 
wood and Pettibone at the latter's 
store. They gave the same reasons 
for wanting to get rid of Peabody. 
Moyer also had a feeling of personal 
enmity toward Peabody, Orchard said, 
blaming him for being the cause of his 
arrest. 
Orchard said Pettibone asked him 


to get a position as life insurance so- 
licitor before going to Canon City. He 
got letters of recommendation from 
several persons, among them Mr. Haw- 
kins, a partner of Attorney Richard- 
son who has conducted the cross-ex- 
amination 
of Orchard. Richardson 


wanted to know the circumstances of 
securing the Hawkins letter and de- 
manded to know if Orchard had not 
E3id it was necessary for him to get 
work in order to support his family. 
Orchard said he told Hawkins he was 
desirous of getting the position as a 
solicitor. 
The witness said he met 


. Hawkins at some trials in Telluride 


and the attorney remembered 
him. 


Haywood later told Orchard he had 
made a mistake in getting a letter from 
Hawkins, for if anything happened in 
Canon City it might Involve the attor- 
ney, who bad been representing the 
'federation. 


Why Orchard Got a Job. 


Pettibone told Orchard he 
must 


have some semblance of an occupa- 
tion if he was to remain in a town 
the size of Canon City without arous- 
ine suspicion. It was for this reason 
that be took up insurance solicitation. 


The casing of the Peabody bomb 


prepared at Canon City, has been 
placed 
in 
evidence. 
Richardson 


wanted to know why the would-be as- 
sassin of the ex-governor had made 
such a large bomb. Orchard said he 
had planned to place the bomb out- 
side the house and beneath the win- 
dow where Peabody often sat in the 
evenings. 


Made No Impression on Him. 


The fact that the bomb might 


also kill --rs. Peal/ody and the chil- 
dren made no impression on him at 


"Why?" ho wns asked. 


Peabody's Fate to Escape. 


"Because Peabody had stopped 


sittlnc; by the window." 


Richrrdson tried to get the ex- 


act date of Orchard's travels while 
in the hail insurance business and 
being unsuccessful he turned im- 
patiently upon the witness and de- 
manded for the third time in the 
long cross examination: 


"Who told you not to let me pin 


you down to any place or date?" 


"Nobody." shouted Orch-.rd in re- 


turn. 


Attorneys Hawley and Borah for 


the state laughed heartily at Rich- 
ardson's seeming discomfiture. 


"Who told you to always tell me 


you are telling the truth?" next de- 
manded the irate attorney. 


"Mr. McParland, Mr. Hawley and 


Mr. Borah all told me to tell noth- 
ing but the truth." 


"Ha, ha" cried Richardson. "They 


told you to tell me you are telling 
the truth?" 


Orchard Is Fully His Match. 


"No sir" replied Orchard, positive- 


ly. "They told me to tell the truth, 
not to tell you that I was telling It." 


"Then why do you keep on telling 


me" shouted Richardson. 


"Because you try to make it ap- 


pear that I am not telling 
the 


truth." 


"You are under oath, aren't you?" 
"Yes sir." 
"And you respect that oath?" 
"Yes sir." 
"Well, 
what 
are 
you kicking 


about?" 


"I'm not kicking" said Orchard 


with exasperating calmness. 


Tho witness said 'that when the 


hail insurance business gave out he 
returned to Denver and went to work 
on Judges Gabbert and Goddard. 
Orchard said that Pettihono had 
agents out in the country soliciting 
orders for his house specialties, such 
as carpet sweepers, clothes wringers 
etc.

Tho child's screams -were heard by,

found Jolly forcing the acid down the 
child's throat and pouring it over her 
face. 


She fought with Jolly to save th« 


child, but not before fatal 
Injuries 


had been indicted. 


The man then left the house. Dur- 


ing the struggle he did not speak. 


Jolly was arrested at noon, when, 


he made an effort to draw the money, 
due him at his place oC employment. 
He talked in an incoherent manner. 
The police believe his mind is affect- 
ed.

Hampton Roads Monday night, which 
resulted in the sinking of a launch 
from the 
United States battleship I 


Minnesota and the drowning of eleven 
men, including six midshipmen, who 
were returning from the army and 
navy ball at the Jamestown exposi- 
tion that.night, and five seamen, who 
made up the crew of the launch, re- 
sulted from the Minnesota's launch 
being run down by a tug and coal 
barge which the tug was towing. 


The report, which it was stated, 


had been made officially on board the 
battleship Minnesota, • did not give 
the name of the tug or the barge. It 
was said, however, that the tug stop- 
ped in the roads immediately follow- 
ing the accident, but finding no trace 
of the object which had been struck 
or any sign of life or anything in the 
water, resumed its course with the 
coal barge in tow. 


The presumption is that the launch, 


a small craft, sank immediately in 
the darkness of the stormy night, the 
eleven occupants being 
caught in 


their canvas-covered craft with .no 
possible way of escape and carried to 
the bottom, drowning like rats in a 
trap. 


It was raining and the choppy seas 


were sending spray to such an extent 
that it became necessary for those in 
the launch to have the canvas-cover- 
ing buttoned tightly to the sides of 
the little vessel. 


Canvas Sides Buttened Down. 


There was an opening on each side 


of the canvas for the passengers to 
enter and leave the launch but both 
of these, it is believed, had been 
buttoned down immedintely on the

j'n-s^nt in many sections ti the country. 
These outbreak?, and infected yards as 
well, are the centers from which the dis- 
ea*» spreads. 
Another Important factor 
in i>erj>«tuatlng the disras- from year to 
year, is the feeding of Infectious mate- 
rial to hogs in order tn immunize them. 
Suoh methods of Immunization cause a 
lljlht f"rm of the disu-nsc; the Renos he- 
come scattered about Iho yards and the 
health of the neighboring h»id;> is en- 
dangered. 


In neighborhoods where outbreaks of 


ho£ i-holera occur, stockmen should i>rac- 
tii-e such precautions as are necessary 
against the spread of the disease. This 
control work s-hould not be left to the 
owner of the diseased herd. 


AVhen the disease occurs on a farm, 


the herd should be quarantined and all 
possible precautions taken asainst the 
spread of the 
Infection to neishhorlng 


h-rd.-. 
The diseased animals should net 
be scattered over the farm, or allowed to 
run Jn yurds that bonier on streams, and 


that have a chronic form <•>( the dls- 


easi- must be prevented 
from 
straying 


away or mixing with neighboring herds. 
Other farm animals should not b" allowed 
to run thtouKh infected yards, or litter 
allowed to RC'lumulrtte

yards.
